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If all goes as planned, the former General Wayne Hotel in Waynesboro, 
pictured above and adjacent to the Fishburne Military School campus, will 
become the Museum of Virginia Military Schools in the next few years. 

Ed Rogerville, *76, is leading the effort to accomplish this together with Steve 
Trayor, 72, and the AMA Foundation Board of Trustees. The effort is aimed at getting 
all the Virginia military academies, existing now or closed, involved in creating a 
museum that will house the treasures of all participating schools. 

"To date, three schools are fully on board, " says Rogerville - Augusta, Fishburne and 
Frederick. Discussions are underway with the Staunton Military Academy Alumni Association 
and St. Emma, the only black military school in the United States. VMi is enthusiastically 
supporting the idea and expects to be fully involved in its implementation. 

"We are working on the schools that are closed now but expect to be talking with the other 
schools that are still operating,” according to Rogerville. That would include Hargrave, 
Massanutten, Randolph Macon and Fork Union. "We envision this museum to cover ail of the 
military schools operating or having operated in Virginia. Believe it or not, we know of 37 
military academies which have operated in Virginia over time though some of them were only 
open for a short while. Almost all trace their history to VMI." 

There are three prongs to the project: participation by the schools or their alumni, remodeling 
the General Wayne Hotel and a feasibility/fund raising study. The first two programs are pro- 
ceeding faster than anyone dared imagine. The feasibility and fund raising effort has been 
slowed after the person hired to spearhead the project had to drop out because of health 
concerns. As we go to press, interviews are being conducted to hire an experienced fund raiser 
who also can do the feasibility study. "We are hoping for both corporate and governmental

assistance,” Rogerville says. Already the City of Waynesboro has 
offered the use of the city conference room while Fishburne 
provided funds for cleaning out the hotel. It is hoped that state and 
possibly federal funding might be available. 

Foundation Chairman Blaine Clarke, *72, says, “We have a 
lease on our museum in Fort Defiance until 2028 but we will 
never own that property. Fishburne owns the General Wayne and 
they have been unbelievably welcoming to us as we partner with 
them. In the Stone Church Cemetery during Reunion 2016, we 
read the names of nearly 60 alumni who have passed away 
since the 2015 reunion. One of the advantages of relocating our 
museum to Waynesboro is that we will be next to a vibrant 
operating school and we can imagine FMS cadets helping to 
man the multi-school museum.“ 

During the reunion there were multiple opportunities to discuss 
the plans and make comments on them. Included was a tour of 
the Fishburne campus and the Genera! Wayne with lunch in the 
FMS Mess Hall. 

“We continue to look for help and advice, " says Rogerville. 
"We have lots of bridges to cross but we are looking at this 
realistically. We have a plan in place to remodel the hotel (see 
pages 18-19), we are getting support from the alumni of the 
closed schools and we need to get our feasibility study back on 
track. Every AMA alumnus and friend is invited to share his or 
her thoughts. We are all in this together!" 


Hoover Military Academy? 


Research has revealed that there are at least 37 closed military 
schools in Virginia! Some existed before the Civil War and some 
only lasted a few years. Several! faculty members taught at more 
than one school. One AMA alumnus, O. C. Hulvey, Class of 
1892, helped found at least four military academies in Virginia as 
well as military schools in Tennessee, Florida and Indiana. And 
before there was a Staunton Military Academy in Staunton, there 
was a Hoover Military Academy! No kin that we can determine! 


Who was General Wayne? 


General Anthony Wayne was an officer in the United States 
Army who won an important victory at the Battle of Fallen Timbers 
in Ohio in 1794 during the Northwest Indian War, the fina! battle 
fought over contro! of the Northwest 
Territory. Waynesboro was named in his 
honor, though initially it was called 
Waynesborough. Many of the town's in- 
habitants were from Pennsylvania, Wayne's 
home state, and they chose to honor him in 
this way. General Wayne was known as 
"Mad Anthony" because of his reckless 
courage throughout the American Revolu- 
tion. Just before he became President, 
General and Mrs. Eisenhower stayed at the 
General Wayne Hotel in the early 1950s.

~Y Vietnam KIAs honored 
yy at AMA Founder's Day 


in the shadow of the obelisk honoring AMA's founder, a 
_ veteran of the American Civil War, Augusta paid tribute to 
those who gave their lives in another war fought a century 
later. Vietnam veteran Rick Smail, “67, gave an emotional 
accounting of how each of twelve AMA alumni gave their all 
in the defense of freedom in a war where those fortunate 
enough to return home were not universally welcomed. 
Smail recalled that 50 years ago in March of 1965, 
3500 Marines arrived in Da Nang, Vietnam "marking the 
conversion of the US military from one of advisors to one 
of operational combat forces.” By the time the war 
officially ended, 2,709,918 Americans had served in 
Vietnam which represented 9.7 per cent of their 
generation. 58,202 Americans died in that war including 
our twelve Augusta brothers. Smail said that “at least 326 
AMA alumni have self-identified as having been in 
uniform during the Vietnam War." 
Smail, a warrant officer chopper pilot, paid homage to 
each of the heroic dozen who gave their lives. 


Major Otis Gordon, “46, was a US Air Force pilot of a 
fixed wing aircraft which crashed on land in Quang Nam 
Province on 19 November 1964 and was killed after the 
crash by hostile ground fire. He was from Jacksonville 
and marched in AMA's B Company. Major Gordon was 
the oldest AMA man to die in the war. 


Charles Kenneth “Moe” Moran, “50, was a Navy 
lieutenant flying fixed wing aircraft from a carrier. He 
crashed at sea off the Vietnam coast on 25 February 
1965. A Staunton boy, he had one post graduate year at 
AMA where he was assigned to Headquarters Company. 
Moe was voted Best New Cadet and played Tiger

tribute to the AMA men who died in the war. Major Charles Vanderbilt Lang, “59, was Commanding 


Officer of Company B, 228" Aviation Battalion, 11° 
Aviation Group, 1% Cavalry Division. He died in a 
helicopter crash on 12 September 1970 and received a Distinguished Flying Cross posthumously. He 
previously had earned a Bronze Star with two clusters for valor and the Vietnam Cross of Galantry with 
Palm. At AMA, Lang was the First Lieutenant of Headquarters Company, marched in the Roller Rifles and 
played basketball. He was from West Orange, New Jersey and was the last AMA alumnus to die in the war. 


Lance Corporal Ernest Beauchamp, “60, USMC, came from a Navy family and he was a non-hostile 
ground casualty on 4 March 1967. He came from Falls Church and was on both the AMA swim and track 
teams. 


Army Corpora! Neil "Mac" Mciver, “61, was the first AMA alumnus to die in the Vietnam War. He was 
killed by hostile small arms fire on 29 May 1963, just two months after General Roller's death. So the 
Genera! never knew that any of his boys would die in the war. Mac came from Takoma Park, Maryland, was 
on the fencing, track and lacrosse teams and was assigned to D Company. 


First Lieutenant Thomas Edward Carnegie, “61, US Army, was killed by hostile small arms fire in Bien 
Hoa Province on 18 April 1968. Carnegie's brother was also in the Class of °61 and they were from Wyckoff, 
New Jersey. Lieutenant Carnegie played baseball and fenced at AMA. 


US Army First Lieutenant Lawrence W. Greene, *61, died from hostile small arms fire on 30 January 
1968, five days after his 25" birthday, in Phu Yen Province. He was on the fencing team at AMA and came 
from Fort Knox, Kentucky where his Army officer father was stationed. 


PFC Zane Glazar, USMC, “62, was killed in Thua Thien 
Province by an "explosive device” on 23 September 1968, 
believed to have been a booby trap. He had been in Nam 
less than two months. He attended AMA for just a single 
year and came from Wilmington, Delaware. 


Private David Herbert Efman, “63, US Army, died from 
hostite small arms fire on 30 March 1966. No other details 
are available. He came to AMA from Edison, New Jersey. 


Private Jeff Hoagland, “64, USMC, was killed on 24 April 
1970. Private Hoagland died just five months before the 7” 
Marines were out of Vietnam. His squad was caught by 
friendly fire a year earlier which Hoagland had been able 
to call off by crawling more than 100 yards to signal that 
our troops were being hit. Later, Hoagland and another 
Marine were caught in the open and lobbed grenades 
over their head as they crawled backwards to safety. The 
details of his death are not available. He wrestled, played 
Peep football and was on the wrestling team. He spent 
his high school years at York High School in Arlington. 


Lance Corpora! Walter Drosd, 66, USMC, died 28 May 
1968 in Quang Tri Province as a result of hostile artillery 
fire after just three weeks in Vietnam. His hometown was 
Kensington, Maryland and he only attended 11" grade at 
AMA. He was a photographer for The Recall. 


CWO John Hosken, “66, was killed when his UH-1H 
helicopter crashed on 24 March 1970 while he wsa on an 
emergency extraction mission in Cambodia. An eight man 
recon team had come under heavy fire and Hosken's A Fishburne Honor Squad fires a salute in 
chopper was sent to rescue them. With Hoskens in the honor of AMA alumni who died in Vietnam 
pilot's seat and all eight on board, the chopper was hit by 8 well as those alumni who had passed 
enemy fire, continuing on for some 300 meters before it away since Reunion 2015. 

was hit again and crashed. All on board were killed but 

enemy fire prevented the recovery of the bodies. !t was 2001 before Hosken, his crew and the eight rescued 
soldiers' bodies could be recovered. All were buried in a common grave at Arlington National Cemetery.

retrieve John Hosken’s body Ohio and played varsity football at AMA. 


Quoting Rick Smail: / did not know John Hosken 
very well when | was at AMA though we were both in 
the same company. His story struck home to me as 
our paths were very similar. Though | didn't know his 
history until | was working on this project, we were 
both part of the Warrant Officer helicopter pilot 
program at very young ages and John was only slightly 
more than a year ahead of me. John was shot down in 
1970 and not recovered for over a year. In May of 
1971 | was part of a large mission of more than 30 
helicopters sent to recover the remains of downed 
soldiers in the area where John was shot down. We 
were unsuccessful because our formation came under 
heavy ground fire as we were approaching the downed 
chopper. Our mission commander ordered the format- 
ion to retreat and abandon the attempt. | don't know if 
we actually were going after John but this now weighs 
heavily on me. John's body and the others were not 
recovered until 30 years later in 2001. Even though | 
did not know John well, his is one of the few signa- 
tures in my yearbook.

Death of a hero 


Colonel Julian Quarles, "35, dies at 99 


Julian Minor Quarles, Jr., World War Two hero, highly regarded attorney and faithful AMA alumnus, passed 
away on 6 April in Harrisonburg, just two months after his 99" birthday. He was the son of the late Judge 
Quarles of Staunton. 

After graduating from Augusta, he rn es 
attended the University of Miami i ete: 
and was called to active duty in the 
Army after Pearl Harbor. He earned 
two Silver Stars for Valor and had 
nationwide attention after he 
escaped from a Nazi prison train 
which was taking him from !taly to 
Germany. “At least | got three of 
them before they captured me," he 
said. He earned a Silver Star for 
Valor with two Oak Leaf Clusters 
and was discharged from active 
service as a major, retiring from the 
USAR as a ful! colonel after 34 
years of service. Later, he was 
elected President of the 36" Infantry 
Division Association. 

On his release from active duty, he entered the 
University of Miami School of Law and practiced law in 
that city for 44 years before retiring to Harrisonburg. He 
was the Senior Officer in charge of the Judge Advocate 
Units in Dade County, FL for which he was awarded a 
Meritorious Service Medal. Later he was inducted into 
the Officers’ Candidate School of Fame.

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A memory from Warren Fleming, ‘72 


For one to say that Nathaniel! 
Calloway made a lasting im- 
pression on Warren Fleming 
when they met for the first time 
more than 40 years ago would 
be a gross understatement. 

"Nate was one of those 
people who brightened any 
room the minute he walked 
in,” said Fleming. "He had a 
way with words and an 
outgoing personality — that 
immediately grabbed your 
attention. He loved people 
and anyone who knew him 
will tell you that the feeling 
was mutual.” 

Calloway of Clarksville, MD 
died at the age of 63 last No- 
vember and he and Fleming 
were among a group of cadets 
who made history at AMA. In 
1970 as a result of the Brown 
vs. Board of Education ruling, 
AMA began to participate in 
the desegregation/integration 
movement. For the first time in 
history, AMA recruited black 
students. “It was hoped that 
having this diversity would 
enrich the students and staff," 
Fleming recalled. 

Enter Calloway and Patrick 
Lewis, both from the Clarks- 
burg area and both 1971 grads 
of Bethlehem-Center High. 
Three black day students were 
admitted to Augusta in 1970 
but as the school moved to en- 
hance its athletic program, 
specifically football, AMA be- 
gan in 1971 to recruit players 
and coaches across the 
country. Head Coach David 
Holtsclaw and his assistants 
David Trimble and Bill Hyatt 
"configured a group of players 
who not only gave their hearts 
and souls to the team but also 
served as models for brother- 
hood and solidarity." 

Calloway was affectionately 
known as "Big Daddy Nate” 
and was a guard on the 1971 
team. “He was one tough cat 
who asked for no quarter and 
gave none," says Fleming, “At 
five feet ten and 240 pounds, 
he had good speed for a guy 
that size and he always played 
with a lot of heart." 

In addition to Calloway, Lewis 
and Fleming (a running back 


from Damascus, MD), other 
black players who were part of 
the historic desegregation were 
Doug Carter, Russell Wells, 
William Evans and William 
Gordon. Calloway, Lewis, 
Evans and Fleming were the 
first black cadets to live in 


barracks. Lewis and Calloway 
had been friends since they 
were ten years old. 

“Nate had a good attitude 
and always kept us laughing. 
He also loved his family and 
was devoted to them. He want- 
ed to be a football coach and 
was recognized as having a 
great understanding of the 
game.” 

One of the highlights of 
Calloway's career was in his 
senior year at Beth-Center 
when he hit the opposing ball 
carrier so hard that the kid 
fumbled. “Nate scooped up the 
ball and rumbled 50 yards to 
score. It was quite a sight as 
he headed for the end zone 
with his pants hanging low. 
The local paper next day 
featured his feat with the 
headline, ‘Lo and Behold.’ We 
talked about that for years." 

At AMA, Nate became one of 
the school's best pass rushers 
and tacklers but his impact was 
felt far beyond the football field. 
"Nate was so articulate and 
that trait was hailed by his 
classmates and the faculty. He

raised the bar with his hard 
work ethic and love of people. 
! think this is what General 
Roller wanted in his cadets." 
He continued his foot- 
ball career after AMA 
as a playing member 
of the Washington 
Generals semipro 
team which was in the 
Mid-Atlantic League. 
After leaving AMA, 
he returned to Clarks- 
ville and as a member 
of the United Mine 
Workers was em- 
ployed at Beth-Energy 
Mines for several! 
years before working 
at Kade’s Nursing 
Home in Washington. 
He retired in 2004. 
Nate and his wife, 
Mary Ann, were mar- 


ried for 23 years. He is 
survived by two daughters, a 
son, four brothers, a sister, 13 
grandchildren and 28 great- 
grandchildren. "Nate's spirit will 
always be a part of the 
Augusta Military Academy, en- 
graved forever in the hearts of 
all who he encountered. He 
epitomized the term ‘good 
man’ and possessed the quali- 
ties all of us should try to 
emulate.”

The real story of Larry Stone’s death 

William Larry Stone, ‘36, is listed in your museum as one of 
the AMA cadets who were killed in World War Two. There is 
some confusion about my father’s service and death and | hope 
to straighten it out with the letter. 

He entered VPI (Virginia Tech) in 1936 and graduated in 
1940 after having spent four years in the ROTC program but he 
failed a medical test during his commissioning process. For 
three years, he appealed the decision without success in spite 
of retestings which showed him fit for service. 

In the spring of 1944, he went to an Army recruiting station 
and they enlisted him as a private. He very quickly was 
promoted to sergeant and put in charge of a night scouting 
patrol. On 5 Ocober 1944, he suffered a "through and through” 
chest wound and he died of pneumonia in a Belgian field 
hospital on 1 November. The field hospitals actually were tents 
located just behind the front lines. They were cold, damp, 
unforgiving and usually starving for doctors and nurses. 
Pneumonia was the common outcome for a wounded, cold, wet 
cot-bound patient. Thus did my father die.
